John 20:22, “... He breathed on 
them, and saith unto them, Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost.” 


NOT NATURAL, BUT SPIRITUAL 


With startling suddenness the risen 
Christ appeared to His disciples, who 
were in the midst 
of their evening 
worship. They 
had not been pre- 
pared to see such 
an overwhelming 
spectacle, so they 
sat speechless — 
glowing in the 
light of His awe- 
some splendor 
and thrilling to 
the intimate em- 
brace of His 
voice. The sound 
of His voice again 
strengthened 
them, and _ the 
Rev. Chas. W. Conn character of His 
words amazed them. First, His words 
were a_ typical proclamaticn of 
peace, and then He endowed them 
with the holy commission. After that 
—while the disciples sat expectant and 
transfixed—He stooped forward and 
breathed on them. And with that 
symbol He signified to them that they 
were not natural creatures, but spirit- 
ual children. This was a recurrence of 
the creation act (Gen, 2:7) when God 
breathed into the nostrils of Adam 
and Adam became a natural man. Je- 
sus now breathed on them to signify 
their spiritual birth: they were not 
natural, but spiritual. This was not 
their new birth (which they had re- 
ceived long before), but it was a rev- 
elation to them of their spiritual tim- 
bre, a sign to them that they were 
now qualified to receive spiritual 
things. 

A natural man cannot receive the 
things of God; therefore, Jesus gave 
His disciples this impressive sign of 
their recipiency of spiritual fulness. 
Then He stood erect. In a _ rousing 
tone, to emphasize the meaning of 
His sign, Jesus ordered them: “Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost.” By His action and 
order Jesus had told those surprised 
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disciples, “You are not natural, not 
carnal, but spiritual, Being thus, you 
can now be absorbed in the Spirit. 
Step out. Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” 
Oh, the life-giving, soul-thrilling 
breath of Jesus, which maketh men 
vessels of honor for the Spirit! If it so 
be that the breath of Christ has 
stirred your soul, YOU hear His order: 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” 
THE QUESTION—HOW? 

The disciples did not understand how 
this was to be done. They refrained 
from questioning Jesus concerning 
His order, but waited for further 
word from Him. They were content to 
follow His directions. He knew. Ap- 
proach some believer today with the 
suggestion that he receive the Holy 
Ghost and the question will usually 
come, “How? How can I receive the 
Holy Ghost?” Well, there are definite, 
stated conditions to be met; these 
conditions had to be met by the disci- 
ples; these conditions must be met by 
all who receive the Holy Ghost today. 
If you are a Christian and have not 
yet received the Holy Spirit into your 
life, you should know that there is a 
reason. 

Receiving the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is not a matter of chance. His 
influx is not determined by some hap- 
hazard system or some unfair cater- 
ing to a predestined few. His blessed 
presence is for all believers, and it 
is the express desire of Jesus that 
YOU be baptized in the Holy Ghost. 
“Yes, I know,” you say, “but HOW?” 

1. SEPARATION FROM SIN 

“Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” But 
not with sin in your heart. If you 
have not yet been born again, if sin 
is still in your life, if you are a carnal 
man, you CANNOT receive the Spirit’s 
baptism. 1 Cor. 2:14, “But the natu- 
ral man receiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of God: for they are fool- 
ishness unto him: neither can he 
know them, because they are spirit- 
ually discerned.” It is absolutely im- 
possible for an unconverted man to 
receive the Holy Ghost. If you are 
unregenerate, pray God to forgive 
your sins, pray God to save your soul, 
pray God to make you a worthy re- 
ceptacle of the Spirit. 








John 14:16, 17, “... the Father... 
shall give you... the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive. ...” 
Note that: the world not only WILL 
NOT receive Him, they CANNOT re- 
ceive Him. Why is it impossible for 
a person of sin to receive Him? “... 
because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him. . . .” Could it be 
plainer? To receive the Holy Ghost 
you must first have a definite sep- 
aration from sin. If sin is in your 
heart, He cannot, He will not baptize 
you with His presence. 

Romans 8:9, “But ye are not in 
the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so be 
that the Spirit of God dwell in you.” 
Just as the presence of the Spirit is 
proof that a man is not of the flesh, 
it is proved that if he is of the flesh 
the Spirit is not there. The Holy 
Spirit and sin cannot abide in the 
same heart. There must be entire 
cleavage from the world before you 
can receive the Holy Ghost. It is ab- 
solutely futile for you to seek Him 
until that separation is made. 

Simon Magus (Acts 8) attempted to 
buy the Holy Ghost, but was cen- 
sured by Peter for his abomination. 
It just can’t be done. Neither your 
works nor your money will bring that 
glorious presence into your heart. A 
sinless life will. 

2. REPENTANCE AND BAPTISM 

Acts 2:38, “Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” Peter here directed his im- 
mense congregation on the day of 
Pentecost to make their peace with 
God, and receive His spiritual fulness. 
Repentance is an inward act of faith, 
cleansing from sin and separating 
from the world. Baptism is an out- 
ward act of obedience, signifying the 
inward work of grace, symbolizing 
the spiritual death unto sin and res- 
urrection unto life. Baptism without 
repentance is impotent. But the spir- 
itual value of water baptism must not 
be diminished. The rite is no less 
important than it was in apostolic 
days. It is a fulfillment of righteous- 
ness and a requirement of spirituality.

GREENVILLE CHURCH BURNS 


Pastor Earl P. Paulk lists damages as $200,000, with only 
$50,000 insurance. (Greenville church had the largest 
seating capacity of any of our churches—approximately 
2,000.) 

August 6, about 2:30 A. M., Earl P. Paulk, Jr., who lives 
across the street from the church, was awakened by 
something falling, which he thought was on his porch, 
but discovered that flames were then leaping from the 
church roof. The Fire Department was immediately 
called and firemen (three crews) worked for nearly 
three hours. One fireman, Mr. Charles Wilson, suffered 
a chest concussion, and possible shoulder fracture, when 
the roof fell in, pushing the wall out on which his ladder 
was resting. He was rushed to the hospital. Earl, Junior, 
while attempting to open a window which was chopped 
open by a fireman from the inside, was cut by the fire- 
man’s ax. Another person, who was helping, was hurt, 
but all their work was of no avail, for the large building, 
including the addition just being completed at a cost of 
approximately $40,000, was burned. 

Our own Brother Paulk, who is enthusiasm, energy, and 
determination personified, met with his eight members 
of the church board, on the grounds, while the ruins were 
still smoking, to make plans for the services. 

You can imagine with what great disappointment they 
were faced, for the fire had completely destroyed every- 
thing, including the auditorium seating approximately 
2,000 persons, all the Sunday School rooms, pastor’s study, 
dressing rooms, baptistry, and choir equipped with opera 
seats for 180 persons. Those beautiful chimes coasting 
$3,275 are to be heard no more, nor the three pianos 
and twenty musical instruments. 

“They Will Rebuild” is the title of the editorial of the 
Greenville Piedmont (newspaper) which I give as follows: 
“They Will Rebuild 

“The sympathy of the community goes out to members 
of the Church of God, whose edifice in the Dunean 
area was destroyed by fire Tuesday night. 

“The burning of a church is always a calamity, espe- 
cially when, as was the case in the Church of God loss, 
part of the plant had just been completed. 

“Even so, complete destruction of a house of worship 
is never fatal, for congregations ever turn to the task of 
rebuilding, just as we know the Reverend Earl P. Paulk 
and his flock will do. 

“Loss of a $200,000 church plant, however, strikes hard 
and with only $50,000 insurance to start on, this congre- 
gation faces a heavy burden in replacing the facilities 
they have labored over the years to provide. 

“It will have the interest of the community as it goes 
about the task, for this congregation holds a warm place 
in the affection of the people, and its pastor, Mr. Paulk, 
is held especially—and deservedly—in high esteem.” 

The church was carrying all the insurance allowed on 
the building, since it was just outside the city limits of 
Greenville. 

The sympathy of the entire Church, I am sure, is yours, 
Greenville, and we shall look with eagerness for your 
latter house to be greater than that of the former. 
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JEWS—SIX MILLION MURDERED 


Under Hitler’s Nazi regime, 6,000,000 Jews were mur- 
dered. You hardly realize how many that means. It 
would mean approximately the same thing as if every man, 
woman, and child were killed in‘ Chicago, Los Angeles, 
and Detroit, or all the people that live in Tennessee and 
Georgia combined, were killed (1940 census). Would we 
be stirred if everyone in these states were killed? Yes, 
I’m sure we would, for there would be some of our rela- 
tives involved; but since those Jews are across the ocean, 
we scarcely think of it. Do we care as we should? Why 
are we not stirred? Never has a race of people in any 
country suffered such a loss in so short a time. But the 
end is not yet. “The time of Jacob’s trouble,” Jeremiah 
30:7. “For then shall be great tribulation, such as was 
not since the beginning of the world to this time, no 
nor ever shall be,” Matt. 24:21. It is my opinion that the 
Jew is still the world’s problem number one, for after 
he is returned to Palestine he will be in the middle of 
the great Armageddon battle. 

Because of fear from destruction of the atomic bomb, 
the nations, no doubt, will draft some sort of a peace 
pact, return the Jews to Palestine and then cry, “Peace 
and safety,” but sudden destruction will come upon them.

40 MILLION IN SOUTH NOT IN SUNDAY SCHOOL 


RIDGECREST, N. C. (RNS)—Forty million persons ip 
the South do not attend Sunday School at any church, 
according to a report presented by the Department of 
Statistics, Survey and Information of the Southern Bap- 
tist Sunday Schoo! Board to the Southern Baptist Sun- 
day School conferences here. 

Herman L. King, Secretary of Standards and Records 
for the Board, pointed out that about 18,400,000 of the 
forty million persons are adults. 

“There are 2,400,000 babies of cradle roll age; 1,448,000 
beginners; 1,944,000 of primary age; 3,784,000 juniors; 
2,928,000 intermediates; 5,096,000 young people; 18,400,000 
adults, and 5,000 extension Sunday School prospects (Sun- 
day workers and invalids who cannot attend)—all of 
whom should be enlisted in Sunday Schools. 

The survey covered the twenty Southern states which 
make up the Southern Baptist Convention territory, in 
which there are more than six million Baptists. 


BAN DISTRIBUTION OF GIDEON BIBLES 

MANCHESTER, N. H. (RNS)—The State Board of Edu- 
cation has banned distribution of Gideon Bibles in New 
Hampshire’s public elementary and secondary schools 
which come under the supervision of the State’s teachers 
colleges. 

Dr. Edgar Fuller, commissioner of education, said that 
while the ban did not apply to school systems which have 
a superintendent, the Board will continue its study to 
determine a course of action in their respect. 

The Board’s action resulted from protests by some 
Christians and non-Christians against circulation of the 
Gideon Bible in public schools.

Church of Memphis, Tennessee, for twenty years. Dr. 
Lee was graduated from Furman University and Chicago 
Law School (Ph. D.) and was fellow student of that 
Bible-loving and stalwart Baptist member of the U. S. 
Congress, Joseph R. Bryson. He took up his pastorate 
there on December 11, 1927. I am informed that his

The motto of his ministry is: “And I will very gladly 
spend and be spent for you; though the more abundantly 
I love you, the less I be loved,” 2 Cor. 12:15. 

The motto of his church is: “In this church membership 
everybody is somebody, and every visitor an honored 
guest.” 

The membership of the Bellevue Church in 1927 was 
1,430; last year, nineteen years later, it was 7,393—almost 
six thousand increase in nineteen years. For 1946, there 
were 1,000 additions, 373 by baptism. Their average Sun- 
day School attendance is 2,243; the highest, 2,771. 

During the nineteen years, $1,972,924.23 has been given 
for all causes; $572,337.21 to mission causes. Last year, 
when asked for a love offering of $30,000 for a new 
building, the people joyfully gave $56,000—nearly twice 
the amount for which they were asked. 

The Women’s Missionary Union, of 1,176 members, gave 
$37,543.44. And just think, pastors, he has sixty deacons 
and fifteen honorary deacons in his church, and an 
excellent staff of official helpers. 

This picture, you may think, is too large for us, but 
may I say as the little boy who set the goose egg in front 
of his little Bantam hen, “Now do the best you can.”

(Excerpts from the sermon preached at the District Fellowship Meeting 
in Dyersburg, Tennessee, February 23, by Rev. E. L. Newton, pastor of the 
church at Covington, Louisiana, as he was en route to the National Youth 
Committee Meeting in Eldorado, Illinois.) 


Text: “Teach me thy way, O Lord,” 
Psalms 27:11. 


Our text pictures to us a schoolroom. 
For a schoolroom to be complete there 
are three essential things—first, a 
teacher; second, scholars; and third, 
textbooks, which furnish to us our 
lessons for study. 

There is no other Bible character 
that could have given to us such a 
text which would be any more effec- 
tive than the Psalmist David. This 
man had been a very outstanding 
character and he has been named to 
us as one whose heart was perfect 
before the Lord, but after failing God 
and committing sin, as all Bible stu- 
dents are familiar with, David can 
now cry out in the words of the text 
—TEACH ME THY WAY, O LORD. 

The trouble with most of us is that 
we are not teachable. By our con- 
duct and attitude we seem to feel that 
we know better how to live than God 
knows how to teach us to live. 

The text has suggested to us a 
teacher, which, in this case, is the 
Lord. In our public schools those 
charged with the responsibility of se- 
curing teachers, hire those who are 
experienced and qualified for teach- 
ing. The Lord Jesus Christ is a quali- 
fied teacher. He came from heaven 
to live in this world and to experience 
those things that mankind has to face 
in this world, and by so doing quali- 
fy Himself as a teacher and instruc- 
tor to mankind. He lived free from 
sin because it is said of Him that in 
Him is no sin, neither was guile found 
in His mouth. If He had not qualified 
Himself in this manner as our teach- 
er, it could easily have been said that 
He was not qualified as our teacher, 
having never faced sin as mankind 
is faced with it. He was incarnated 
in the form of flesh and became our 
rightful example and teacher. 

A schoolroom would not be com- 
plete merely with a teacher. It must 
have scholars and pupils. The Psalm- 
ist David said to the Lord, “Teach 
ME.” He was not so much concerned 
in the other students, as he was in- 
terested in receiving the instruction 
as an individual. In order for a 
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Rev. E. L. Newton 


scholar to pass his final examination 
in school, he himself must learn as 
he is taught. It is not the learning 
received by others that will enable 
us to pass the final examination. This 
is the reason David said, “Teach me.” 

It is easy for us to become lopsided 
if we especially like some particular 
subject above that of another. When 
I was teaching in high school in the 
State of Mississippi, there was one 
young man that made very, very poor 
grades in all his subjects with the 
exception of one. In this particular 
subject he made one of the two high- 
est grades that were made in the final 
examination. This was much to my 
surprise, because of his very poor 
grades in all his other subjects. Many 
of us Christians are exactly like this 
young man. We adhere to the teach- 
ings of Christ as they are proclaimed 
or preached to us, just as long as they 
are on the subject that suits us, but 
on many of the subjects of Christ’s 
teachings we are like the young man 
I referred to in high school—we make 
a complete failure because we don’t 
like the subject. In order to pass a 
high-school examination, or to receive 
a college degree, we must pass our 
examinations or make good grades 
on all subjects as prescribed in the 


curriculum. After making a misera- 
ble failure, David was willing to re- 
ceive instruction from the _ great 
Teacher on all subjects as outlined in 
the school of the great Teacher. 


The third outstanding fact in con- 
nection with the text is that a school- 
room is not complete merely with the 
securing of a properly trained teach- 
er and a room filled with scholars. 
It is necessary to have textbooks on 
the various subjects to be taught. The 
lessons that David desired to learn 
were found in the textbook “The Way” 
(the Bible). The lessons for us to 
learn are the teachings of . Christ, 
which are referred to as THE WAY. 
John 14:4-6: “And whither I go ye 
know, and THE WAY ye know. Thom- 
as saith unto him, Lord, we know not 
whither thou goest, and how can we 
know the way? Jesus saith unto him, 
I am the WAY, the truth, and the 
life: no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me.” Again in John 10:1, 10, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
entereth not by the door into the 
Sheepfold, but climbeth up some oth- 
er way, the same is a thief and a 
robber. The thief cometh not, but 
for to steal, and to kill, and to de- 
stroy: I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have 
it more abundantly.” Here we are 
informed that Christ is THE WAY. 
There is no chance for us to be mis- 
taken. We have the scripture and it 
is plainly brought to us and there is 
no way to mistake the WAY of eternal 
life. We are to come into the sheep- 
fold by the way Christ has outlined. 
The above scripture says His coming 
was that they might have life and 
that they might have it more abun- 
dantly. 

Just before the great Teacher’s as- 
cension back to the Father, He taught 
the disciples concerning the third 
person in the Godhead, which is the 
Holy Ghost. Luke 24:49, “And, be- 
hold, I send the promise of my Father 
upon you, but tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem, until ye be endued with 
power from on high.” Acts 1:4, 5, 
“And being assembled together with 
them, commanded them that they 
should not depart from Jerusalem, 
but wait for the promise of the Fa- 
ther, which, saith he, ye have heard 
of me... ye shall be baptized with

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We need to return to old-time Pen- 
tecost. We need to give our bodies 
over completely to the will of God. 
We don’t need entertainment. The 
thing that made Grandma shout her 
bonnet back on her head is what we 
need today. 


How can we lose the power? By 
giving over to the world. I had rather 
be Spirit-filled tonight than have a 
note to the United States treasury. 
I had rather be a Lazarus by the gate 
and have the promise of the Father 
than be a rich man without Jesus. 
Just the plain, simple gospel of Christ, 
preached from a heart that has found 
Him sufficient, will do more to turn 
the world to Jesus than anything else. 
We must bear in our bodies the marks 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. Every rock 
in the mountains tells you that you 
must be holy. Every dewdrop proves 
that God is holy. God is able to bless 
without measure. I would ask you 
to look up and see God’s man and 
man’s God. We are made to tremble 
within us to think which way the 
world will turn today. How a child 
has been brought up will be the 
dominant thing when he is a man and 
is put on the spot. If it would mean 
to have the head chopped from the 
shoulders, let us humbly say, “If ye 
slay me, yet will I serve you.” 


Man gets no higher than his god. 
Your conception of God determines 
how high you get in this world. Is- 
rael cast her eyes down and she 
dropped to the worship of flies, etc. 
If you have not established a good 
conception of God, that is the first 
thing you must do to have Him. The 
world is to learn the lesson today that 
man does not have the moral re- 
sources within him to live the life 
he should live. Our findings and our 
ideas mean nothing whatsoever. It 
is what “thus saith the Lord.” 


Many people go to church and do 
acts of charity but never ask them- 
selves, “Am I a Christian? Am I what 
God would have me to be?” and never 
realize the error until they slip down 
into hell. We are at a serious mo- 
ment. We are facing things that we 
have never faced before. Jesus came 
down to show us our relationship with 
Him. The Father took a little bit of 
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clay and moulded it into a man and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of life. Jesus said, “When you see 
me, you see the Father.” Everything 
within you and about you tells you 
that the Son of Man is right here. 
Won’t you look up and see Him, look 
full in His wonderful face? You say, 
“That would be a wonderful thing.” 


Judaism is a good standard, a 
good way of life, asfar asit goes. 
Mohammedanism is a good way as 
far as it goes. But they lack some- 
thing to help people live that which 
they go by. Jesus proposed a real 
power in the lives of them that serve 
Him, enabling them to live holy. God 
is going to have a separate people if 
He has to raise up stones to praise 
Him. He is going to have a group 
that is distinctly different from the 
world, if all hell prevails. “I will 
put in you that thing that will make 
you sanctified, filled with the Spirit, 
able to stand.” Our Lord is real. There 
is a witness of the Spirit within. You 
can live in the mouth of hell and 
still be tinged with the power of God 
if you want to. You think of Mickey 
Mouse and all you can talk about is 
Mickey Mouse. So many are on the 
level of Donald Duck. As a man 
thinks so is he. If we would think on 
Jesus, we could revolutionize this 
town for Jesus. Praise God with ev- 
erything about vou. 


I one time thought it was foolish, 
but I didn’t know anything about it. 
Now Ican stand by that brother 
preacher of mine. You can be as pure 
as adewdrop, if you will get that 
much of Jesus in your soul. You don’t 
have to worry about being filled with 
the Spirit. If you will clean up your 
life, these things will come in. You 
don’t grow weeds out of your garden. 
You pull them out. You don’t grow 
into holiness, but you grow as you 
get the blessing. His power is so 
real and you can be so full you will 
be running over. Let God have His 
way and you will be a happy person. 


Man bears the finger-marks of Je- 
sus and it has not been intended that 
he retrograde to the dumps, but that 
he would be the one in whom He 
would have favor. Jesus came and 
said He would defeat the power of 


the enemy, He would go to the cross 
to make plain the way, that a little 
one need not err therein. You can’t 
say you don’t see it. It is right be- 
fore you tonight. You can’t live right 
within your own strength, but Jesus 
has the necessary things to make you 
a well-rounded person, the Holy 
Ghost with the speaking in tongues. 
You may be ashamed of it. Let God 
have His way. His power is real. We 
have the thing the world is crying 
for. Let the world say what it will, 
the Church of God is right anyway. 
Pentecost is glorious. Oh, wonder- 
ful God that made such a provision 
for His people! . “I will put something 
in you that if hell goes against you, 
you can be unspotted from the world.” 
It will make something turn over 
within you if you will say, “Let me 
be a monument for you.” I am glad 
I know one Friend who can put a 
hand down on me and the world can’t 
touch me. God is far abler to 
do than we can even think. He will 
keep that which is entrusted to Him. 
Micah said, “As the Lord liveth, the 
things you give me to speak I will 
speak.” If your own family turns 
against you, it shouldn’t make you 
sneak off. If my life is only one 
week long, I want to give it unstint- 
ingly to Him. God sees more in every- 
one than does anybody else. He saw 
in a little tongue-tied boy a deliverer 
of His people. He saw in Lincoln more 
than a rail splitter. He sees more in 
you than your mother or dad does. 
You know you should live holy. This 
is the most blessed thing in the world. 
If you run the gamut of sin, you will 
still bear the marks of sin. A boy 
came to me one night with his face 
all cut and I sewed it up. I asked, 
“Son, who did this?” He said, “Oh, 
a friend of mine.” I said, “No, he 
is not your friend.” One who will 
mistreat you is not your friend. The 
devil pays off but it is ruin and hell. 
He will take away the very essentials 
that make life happy. Run in your 
own way and God says your way is 
not His. Jesus paved the way and 
nothing else will do; but confess and 
believe and you shall be saved, sanc-

MANIFESTATIONS of the SPIRIT 


or What Makes Churches What They Are? 


Text: Gal. 1:13, “For ye have heard of my conversation in time 
past in the Jews’ religion, how that beyond measure | persecuted the 


church of God.” 


Just as surely as the apostle Paul 
persecuted the Church of God and 
wasted it in his time, so are many who 
are doing the same today, and I am 
sorry to say that they are not all sin- 
ners and outsiders, but those who 
seem to do the most damage are often 
members and sometimes leading mem- 
bers. 

We believe in the manifestations of 
the Spirit, and when people seem spir- 
itual we are too often ready to accept 
their judgment and give ear to their 
accusations, without the proper inves- 
tigation as to their motives or ex- 
perience. 

One of the main things that make a 
church grow and become large is that 
big people belong to it, rot big in 
stature but they have something down 
inside that makes them big. A little 
church is made little because it is 
filled with little people, whe usually 
have selfish ideas and, if any progress 
is made, the cry of “Growing Worldly” 
is heard. Remember this throughout 
your lifetime—when you see a little 
church and it stays little, you can be 
sure it has a lot of little people in it. 
I don’t mean to say that they are all 
little people, but they have enough 
little ones to make it stay little. 

The reason why the Washington 
church is going ahead and growing is 
not because I am pastor, but because 
we have some of the biggest, some of 
the most open-minded, some of the 
most progressive men and women I 
have ever met. You won’t find any 
man or woman in this church that is 
small or little enough to think or try 
to force upon the rest of the congre- 
gation his theories or teachings, and 
for the sake of the promotion of God’s 
work they are willing to humble 
themselves. The lack of this kind of 
people is what is making many of our 
churches small. They will stay small 
until they change. The majority of 
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people who are hardhearted and not 
willing to yield, are hanging to paths 


of misinformation and misteaching. 


They have listened to teachers who, 
because God blessed them in some- 
thing, failed to seek the truth in the 
Bible, and when light is brought to 
them, they refuse to accept it by 
pointing back to the place where God 
blessed them. It is time for those who 
have heard the truth to stop and 
think, because the patience of God 
will become exhausted and He will 
let them down, if they do not accept 
the truth. But, there are many who 
will not accept the truth because it is 
not what they were taught by the 
preacher under whose ministry they 
were saved, or for some other reason; 
but we, as a whole, have moved up 
some and we did not let down on the 
standard. Let’s see if we have. 
Listen, brother, if God blessed you in 
ignorance, how much more will He 


bless you if you come into the truth, 
and practice it? I want the Church of 
God to become large and be open- 
minded enough to recognize the truth 
and live up to it, When you were first 
saved you did not believe everything 
you do now; you have moved up. There 
will always come times when God will 
release to us more truth, bécause He 
said from the lips of the Son of God, 
the Holy Ghost would lead us into all 
truth, thus signifying that all truth 
was not received at once. 

God’s church progresses. Paul the 
apostle was a progressive man and 
he proved it by manifestations of the 
Spirit. There are some churches that 
at one time were spiritual and had 
large organizations, but now have gone 
into worldliness and sin because they 
failed to move up when God pointed 
the way. (They refused the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost.) What has hap- 
pened to the churches of today is not 
because they failed to have religion, 
but because they failed to move up, 
and, as the Jews at Antioch began to 
contradict and to blaspheme, they, 
too, denied the truth. 

Now, friends, you know that this 
exists in the Church of God, too. Some 
of our preachers, as well as people, are 
stuck and want others to stick with 
them. From this group you may count 
me out, for with the apostle Paul I 
intend to “press toward the mark of 
the HIGH CALLING OF GOD.” 

Paul said, “The manifestations of 
the Spirit are given to every man to 
profit.” One of the greatest manifes- 
tations of the Spirit in a man’s life is 
when it shows forth the fruits of the 
Spirit, which are: LOVE, JOY, PEACE, 
LONGSUFFERING, GENTLENESS, 
MEEKNESS, GOODNESS, AND FAITH. 
Shouting and talking in tongues are 
manifestations, too, but the former are 
better. How many people have shouted 
and talked in tongues and have not 
manifested love. “Though I speak 
with the tongues of men and of angels 
and have not charity, I am become as 
sounding brass, or tinkling cymbal.” 
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You haven’t the real Spirit of God 
behind your actions. When they do not 
profit, they are not God’s actions or 
the Spirit’s actions. 


THE CHURCH THAT IS STUNTED IN 
GROWTH 


Some people feel that to keep their 
church clean they have to put every- 
body out who does not do just as they 
believe. They cannot keep it clean; it 
will take the blood of Christ, and if 
you don’t have that, you might as well 
stop trying to keep it clean, The Lord 
let Judas stay in the number until he 
finally betrayed it. We have a lot of 
people who can’t stand that. They 
haven’t love. When men come along 
and see the tares growing, they want 
to pull them up, but the Lord said to 
leave them alone lest you tear up some 
of the fruit. Our Church should have 
been much larger than at present, ex- 
cept for just this sort of thing. This 
church should have had a member- 
ship of 500. If you have people who are 
not living right, get down to business 
and get them to living right. Do not 
turn them out. The Bible said, “Ye who 
are spiritual, restore such an one.” 

The Lord went down after that one 
lost sheep. One day there was a group 
of religious men and women who were 
so religious and zealous they finally 
killed the Lord Jesus Christ. This fine 
group of men attended the church. Do 
you know about them? The Pharisees 
were dragging the woman up to the 
Lord. They brought her and were go- 
ing to finish the Lord and her also. 
The same group that was about to 
condemn the woman for sin was no 
less guilty. They told the Lord, “We 
know you have been soft with sinners. 
You even eat with sinners.” We should 
love the sinners, We should love them 
to bring them in. Jesus came to save 
the sinners. We are here to do just 
this. We love the sinners. The Lord 
could have saved Himself a lot of em- 
barrassment by letting them stone her. 
Her dress was torn and she was crying 
and pleading with the men to have 
mercy on her. How many people have 
asked us to have mercy on them, but 
we have put them out? Their blood 
will be on your head because of that, 
my brother. The Lord saw her begging 
for mercy. The men should have had 
mercy, but they stuck by the law. You 
can stick right by the Minutes of the 
Church, but those Minutes are made 
to help people, and to be something 
that will bring them to salvation, and 
not to be hard and unforgiving. The 
Pharisees were doing just as we have 
done in the past. We say, “You follow 
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these Minutes or...” 

The Lord looked at the woman 
again. He wasn’t stumped for a min- 
ute because He had something besides 
the hope and determination to clean 
up. He could have done this, Certainly 
He was tempted to do it. We are tempt- 
ed to do this when we hear of some 
of our members doing something 
we don’t think is right. The Lord 
looked on her; and if it had not been 
for Him, she would have GONE OUT 
OF THIS WORLD THINKING RE- 
LIGIOUS MEN WERE FILLED WITH 
HATE. Jesus knew that every one of 
those men had a skeleton in the closet. 
He told them that if one of them had 
no sin, let him cast the first stone. He 
stooped down and wrote in the sand, 
telling each of his sin. Most of us live 
in glass houses. We may not have com- 
mitted adultery, but what about the 
time you talked about your neighbor? 
The Lord forgave her and told her to 
go and sin no more. Do we manifest 
the love of Christ as He did? 

If we love Him, we should manifest 
this spirit of love. We want people to 
know us as a church who loves people 
even in their sins. We have rules in 
our house. Our children don’t dare to 
break a window in our home. If they 
do break a window, you don’t put them 
out. The Bible teaches you should put 
out from among yourselves that per- 
son that is wicked. It reads: “Put away 
from among yourselves that wicked 
person.” Now just what is a wicked 
person? You wouldn’t go to the 
orphanage and adopt a child whose 
parents you knew were thieves and 
whose background you knew was bad. 
Neither would you adopt a child after 
it was about fourteen years old who 
you knew was no good. You wouldn’t 
want it in your house. But if, when it 
was a baby, you had adopted it, and 
you had brought it up, then it began 
to do things that were wrong, it would 
be a different story. You would do 
something to keep it instead of putting 
it out, and you would be longsuffering 
about it. This does not mean we can’t 
put people out of the Church, but it 
means we should deal and manifest 
more love of God in dealing with 
them. 

1 Cor, 2:4, 5: “And my speech and 
my preaching was not with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in dem- 
onstration of the Spirit and power: 
that your faith should not stand in 
the wisdom of men, but in the power 
of God.” 

My mind tells me I should do a lot 
of things, but when God saved me out 


in a little country house, He changed 
my mind and I looked on things in a 
different way. My wife looked better, 
the people of the Church of God 
looked different, and the preacher 
looked as if he were all right. Every- 
thing with which I was connect- 
ed looked different. A few years 


later, I became a little different. 
I got an old hard _ spirit, be- 
cause I was sent to pastor a 


church where there was one or two 
men who were hard and cruel, and 
the church was small. They felt that 
I should deal with this and with that, 
preach this and preach that. A woman 
came to me the day I went to pastor 
the church, and said, “Brother Raf- 
ferty, we are glad you have come to 
pastor our church, but you have got to 
preach at least once or twice a month, 
and maybe every Sunday morning, on 
the women wearing long sleeves.” I 
said, “If I have to preach that on my 
own volition, without the Spirit of 
God, I will take my hat and go.” 

If you listen to that for a little while, 
you will soon see it that way yourself. 
You won’t look at all the goodness of 
the Church. You won’t look at all the 
good ones, but you will look at the one 
woman or man, Like the man who was 
judging a picture. He was looking at a 
picture of hundreds of sheep which 
were all white. But down in the 
corner the artist had forgotten to 
paint one sheep. The man admired 
this picture and judged it best until 
he noticed the little black sheep. Then 
he changed his mind. Isn’t this typical 
of us? We need to be much bigger than 
that. 

These people kept after me until I 
became narrow, so narrow I could see 
all of the bad and hardly any good; 
but, thank God, He didn’t leave me 
like that. God sent a little orphan girl 
to this church one Sunday and she 
didn’t have very many clothes. The 
ones she had all had short sleeves, low 
neck, and were rather short. She sat 
throughout the sermon and I noticed 
she was deeply touched and was cry- 
ing. After the message was over, and 
the altar call was given, she made her 
way to the altar. Our men and women 
gathered around her and prayed her 
through to victory. She shouted all 
over that place, because she also re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
that night. The next Sunday she came 
back to church; and, of course, her 
clothes were of the same description, 
Since being an orphan she had no 
means of buying any others. Some of

I am accepted of God for Jesus’ 
sake. 

“If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you,” 
John 15:7. 


God will give us that which we need 
for Jesus’ sake. 

“He that spared not his own Son, but 
delivered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him also freely give us 
all things?” Rom. 8:32. 


God, for Christ’s sake, will provide 
you with everything you need to car- 
ry on this work. Here is the attrac- 
tion. God, for Christ’s sake, hears 
your prayer. Only in His name will 
He hear you. 


There is a devil. There is sin. 
There is wickedness. There is misery. 
There is woe. There is distress. There 
is a hell. But God loved us and gave 
His Son, and Christ died for us and 
arose, coming out of the grave, and 
is interceding with the Father for us, 
and God for His sake will hear us. 
God, for Christ’s sake, is ready to 
move for us. 


In the garden we see old Satan 
acting upon man before he acts in 
man. God will act upon men first. 
Tell men about the blood, the power 
to save. Act upon men first, then 
act in men. Jesus said you shall re- 
ceive power first, then the Holy 
Ghost comes upon you, then He acts 
in you, then He acts out of you. We 
rejoice when He acts upon us; God 
rejoices when He acts out of us. Let 
Him act out while He is acting in. 
Let us make Him acceptable to other 
men. There is an attraction. Here 
is where I get my inspiration—doing 
for Jesus’ sake, not for anybody’s 
sake but ior Jesus’ sake. I do, for 
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Christ’s sake, this duty to my Father. 
God gave His Son. The only way 
you can requite love is by love re- 
turned. Can I return my love to God? 
When I do, I return everything else 
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to God. God, for Christ’s sake, gave 
me a heart full of love. 

I want more power. Let the Holy 
Ghost shed abroad the power. God 
is motivated by love. He filled you 
with the love of God, not love for 
God. God said, “I commend my love 
to you. I am going to show you 
power. I am going to come myself to 
you for Christ’s sake.” 

The teacher, preacher, schoolteach- 
er, and Sunday School teacher—four 
—meet in the child. The minister 
and the policeman meet in the child, 
both ministering for the child. Let 


us do it for Christ’s sake. Everyone 
is a minister. Can we minister in 
spiritual things? O Lord, I am im- 


pressed to serve you better than ever. 
I can do it for Jesus’ sake. If you 
can forget my worst, I can forget the 
other person’s worst. I can forgive 
for Jesus’ sake. 

I have a duty to the Church of God. 
Thirty-one years ago I came into the 
Church and the Church has been my 
home. The Church helped people to 
pray me out of the jaws of death. God 
brought me out. The Church is going 
to stand by and help our children and 
grandchildren. .I want to _ keep it 


pure and spiritual, full of love, friend- 
ly, and sanctified. I owe it to the 
Church. It doesn’t owe me anything. 

What can we do for the world? We 
can, for Jesus’ sake, leave this meet- 
ing and go out after the lost, no mat- 
ter how ugly or hateful they have 
been. Jesus who died for them com- 
manded that I tell them strongly of 
the redeeming blood, just for Jesus’ 
sake. I can’t waste my time and 
say I am doing it for Christ’s sake. 
It seems every bone in me cries, “Go 
on out for the lost, for His sake.” Let 
us go forth as servants of the Lord 
and let Him work upon the congre- 
gation—act upon the people first. The 
devil is logical. We can’t be too 
logical or rational. Just say, “Jesus 
said it,’ and pray God to put power 
in it. So many preachers are dead 
spiritually, studying logic instead of 
saying, “I am doing it for Christ’s 
sake.” They are growing bald-headed. 
Say, “Jesus, if you gave your life to 
die in shame for me, I will give mine 
for your glorious gospel.” Just be 
running over with zeal, enthusiasm, 
love, determination, for Jesus’ sake. 

Sometimes when you are feeling a 
little dull, just try saying, “Just for 
Jesus’ sake.” If you believe in the 
Spirit, walk in the Spirit, for Jesus’ 
sake.

Peter preached repentance and 
baptism in order that one might be 
baptized with the Spirit. Obey that. 
It is commanded of you. However, if 
circumstances are such that you are 
unable to be baptized immediately, 
God will not withhold the blessing 
from you until that time. Remember 
this, He knows whether or not you 
will be faithful in this rite. Cornelius 
was perfectly willing and determined 
to be baptized, therefore God filled 
him and his house with the Holy 
Ghost and let them be baptized after- 
ward. (Acts 10:46-48.) You are ad- 
vised to be baptized at the very first 
opportunity after your conversion—it 
is an essential ordinance. The Holy 
Ghost succeeds repentance and bap- 
tism, but will precede baptism if the 
immediate performance of this rite 
is ABSOLUTELY IMPOSSIBLE. Bap- 
tism is not optional, it is compulsory 
to the Christian life. Repent and be 
baptized.

The month of June was the 
best we have seen in the falling of the 
latter rain. It will be in the next re- 
port.

our men and women came to me and 
told me I would have to speak to the 
girl, that we couldn’t stand for that 
sort of thing in the church. I was 
stumped by that because I knew the 
condition the girl was in. She could 
not afford and neither did she have 
anybody who would buy her clothes. 
When I didn’t do anything about it, 
a man and his wife took it upon them- 
selves to go to her home and tell her 
that she must dress differently. 

It would be well to tell you right 
here that the man and woman who 
were so strict and straight, as they 


thought in this, could well have af-. 


forded to buy the girl a new wardrobe 
and, for that matter, have taken her 
into their home, had they been real 
Christians. Instead of that, they in- 
sisted upon something that she was 
unable to do. Of course, the girl back- 
slid, fell away from God, and, no 
doubt, the blood of this girl will some 
day be upon the shoulders of that man 
and woman. But it served to bring me 
out of my narrow ways and from that 
day to this I have felt we need to 
bring them in and let the Holy Ghost 
bring them into the right way, with 
as little personal counselling as is nec- 
essary, and never with the spirit of 
the lawgiver.

the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence.” 

They appreciated the teachings and 
obeyed accordingly, for “when the day 
of Pentecost was fully come, they 
were all with one accord in one place. 
And they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them ut- 
terance.” 

I want to tell you, brother, the 
teachings of Christ concerning the 
Holy Ghost were not only for those 
on the day of Pentecost but for us 
today. If we are to be good students 
under the instruction of the great 
Teacher, we will welcome the words 
of Acts 2:30, “For the promise is unto 
you, and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call.” 
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These are not the only teachings 
of Christ. They are merely a founda- 
tion course. Another of His teach- 
ings is love one for another. It is im- 
possible to love God whom we have 
not seen unless we have love for Goa’s 
children whom we have seen. 

Another teaching of the great In- 
Sstructor is this, “Pure religion and 
undefiled before God and the Father 
is this, to visit the fatherless and the 
widows in their affliction, and to keep 
himself unspotted from the world.” 
We, as students in the school of this 
great Teacher, shall do well to learn 
the lesson of charity, and know what 
“pure religion” really means. We are 
to keep ourselves unspotted from the 
world. We will not venture upon any 
questionable ground and we will shun 
even the appearance of evil. Many 
good Christian people who a few 
years ago had the victory, are today 
backslidden and without God in their 
lives because they failed to learn the 
lesson of tithing and giving from the 
great Teacher. In Malachi 3:7, we 
are told of a certain group of people 
who had gone away from God’s or- 
dinances or teachings; however, the 
Teacher was good enough to them to 
offer to give them a second examina- 
tion. “Return unto me, and I will 
return unto you, saith the Lord of 
hosts.” These people had been won- 
dering why they made such a low 
grade in God’s school. They didn’t 
realize they had been robbing God by 
failing to pay their tithes and give in 
offerings. The Teacher instructed 
them to learn the lesson of tithe pay- 
ing and the place to pay their tithes 
—the storehouse, which is the Church. 
The challenge was to prove the Lord 
and see if He would not open you the 
windows of heaven and pour you out 
a blessing that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it. 

People talk about having a hard 
time and hardly being able to make it 
through—I want to tell you now, if 
we will learn the lessons taught us 
by the great Teacher, we shall have 
as a result His blessings and promis- 
es that will sustain us in any trial or 
temptation. Until we do learn this 
lesson from the perfect Teacher, we 
shall continue to fail in His school of 
instruction by being deprived of His 
blessings and victory in our souls.
